I.. At  the  General  Court  Martial  -which  convened  at  Harri,sbur^, 
Pennsylvania,  pursuant  to  “  Special  Orders,”  No.  7,  of  January  9, 
1862,  from  the  War  Department,  and  of  which  Captain  Stephen  H. 
Weed,  oth  Artillery,  U.  S.  Army,  is  President,  were  arraigned  and 
tried — 

1.  Private  James  Zuber,  Battery  M,  5th  Artillery. 

Ch.arge. 

“  Violation  of  he  20th  Article  of  War.” 

Specification — “In  this;  that  he.  Private  James  Zuher,  Battery  M,  5th 
Artillery,  did,  on  or  about  the  Isth  day  of  December,  1861,  desert 
the  service  of  the  United  States,  from  liis  battery  and  post.  This 
at  Camp  Greble,  near  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania.” 

After  mature  deliberation  on  the  evidence  adduced,  the  Court  finds 
the  accused.  Private  James  Zuber,  Battery  M,  5th  Artillery,  as  follows: 
Of  the  Specification,  “Guilty.” 

Of  the  Ch.^rge,  “Guilty.” 

And  does  therefore  sentence  him.  Private  James  Zuber,  Battery  51, 
5th  Artillery,  “  To  be  shot  to  death  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Com¬ 
manding  General  may  direct,  three-fourths  of  the  Court  concurring.” 

2.  Recruit  Samuel  Hoy,  5th  Artillery. 

Charge. 

“  Violation  of  the  38t/t  Article  of  War." 

Specification — “In  this;  that  he.  Recruit  Samuel  Hoy,  5th  Artillery, 
did  sell  various  articles  of  clothing,  the  property  of  the  United 
States,  duly  issued  to  him.  This  at  New  York,  N.  Y.,  on  or 
about  the  1st  of  January,  1862.” 

After  mature  deliberation  on  the  evidence  adduced,  the  Court  finds 
the  accused  as  follows : 

Of  the  Specification,  “Guilty.” 

Of  the  Cn.ARGE,  “  Guilty.” 
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And  does  therefore  sentence  him,  Recruit  Samuel  Hoy,  5th  Artillery, 

To  forfeit  to  the  United  States  ten  dollars  of  his  pay  per  month  for  tico 
months." 

3.  Private  Robert  Noicrie,  Battery  C,  5th  Artillery. 

CH.4RGE. 

“  Violation  of  thcAbth  Article  of  War." 

Specification — “  In  this ;  that  he.  Private  Robert  Nowrie,  Battery  C,  5th 
Artillery,  while  on  duty  as  a  member  of  the  post  guard,  was 
beastly  drunk,  and  utterly  unable  to  perform  any  military  duty 
properly.  This  at  Camp  Greble,  Pennsylvania,  on  or  about  the 
morning  of  the  14th  of  January,  J862.” 

After  mature  deliberation  on  the  evidence  adduced,  the  Court  finds 
the  accused  as  follows : 

Of  the  Specification,  “  Guilty.” 

Of  the  Ch.vrge,  “  Guilty.’’ 

And  does  therefore  senfence  him.  Private  Robert  Nowrie,  Battery  C, 
5th  Artillery,  “  To  forfeit  to  the  United  States  ten  dollars  of  his  pay  per 
month  for  four  months,  and  to  be  under  charge  of  the  guard  for  one  month, 
walking  every  alternate  two  hours  from  reveille  until  retreat,  during  that 
time  carrying  a  knapsack  weighing  twenty  four  pounds  on  his  back." 

11..  The  proceedings  of  the  General  Court  Martial  in  the  cases  afore¬ 
going,  are  confirmed.  The  senfences  of  Recruit  Samuel  Hoy,  5th  Artil¬ 
lery,  and  Private  Robert  Nowrie,  Battery  C,  5th  Artillery,  will  be  duly 
earned  into  execution.  On  the  recommendation  of  the  Court,  and  for 
the  reasons  on  which  it  is  founded,  the  sentence  of  Private  James  Zuber 
Battery  M,  5th  Artillery,  is  remitted. 

111..  The  General  Court  Martial,  of  which  Captain  Stephen  H. 
Weed,  5th  Artillery,  is  President,  is  dissolved.
